That Canadian Indians have surviv- 
ed the hardship caused by the adverse 
etfect of the war on the fur trade, and 
are facing another winter with confid- 
ence, is a statement which appears in 
the annual report of the Indian de- 
partment, just issued. In agricultural 
and other pursuits their earnings pre- 

sent a most creditable showing. 

The native popwation has remain- 
ed practically stable and health con- 
ditions have on the whole been good. 
The total value of agricultural pro- 
ducts of Indian industry in 1915 was 
$1,815,619, and of real and personal 
property, $60459.210, of whieh $46,- 
ThoWlL is in land. The jotal income 
of the Indians is $5,927,594, a marked 
decrease having taken place in the 
amount earned by hunting as a re- 
sult of the decline in fur prices. 

The Canadian tndians have during 
the year given many instanees of 
their loyalty and their contributions 
to the date reported to patriotic 
funds have totalled $16,016. :

The Financlal lost of Canada in 
aw recent jasue showed that the 
Penny Jank, the only institution of 
its kind in the Dominion, now has 
assets of $281,130, and of this 
amount $265,092 is deposited with 
the Dominion government through 
the post office. Practically the en- 
tire deposits of the Penny Bank are 


handed over to the Dominion goy- 
ernment, so that, as the lFinanciai 
Post points out, the children of Can- 
ada have this amount invested with 
the government. : 

The Pennuy Bank now operates in 
thirty-nine Canadian towns and 
cities from St. John in the east to 
Prince Albert insxhe west, and the 
institution has the support of the 
chartered banks of Canada. Jt is 
expected that during 1916 there will 
be a large number of new branches 
opened up in the three prairie prov- 
inces, 

Being purely a savings bank, and 
having as its depositors the child- 
ren of middle and lower class people, 
the comprehensive volume of its de- 
positors gives « very good indica- 
‘tion of the extent of the means at 
‘the disposal of the working class. 

At the quarterly meeting of the 
bank recently held it was announced 
that in sympathy with the appeals 
recently made by the British gov- 
ernmenct regarding the practice of 
thrift throughout the empire, the 
elaims of the Penny bank had again 
heen urged son the sehool authori- 
fies jn all the towns in Ontario, the 
Maritime Provinces, Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta in which the 
bank is not operating. In towns and 
ehies where the bank was opera:- 
ing, circular letters addressed to the 
local banks and school teachers had 


been sent, urging the patriotie ap- 
peal. Supplementing the bank's 
own appeals, the Ontario deaprt- 
ment of education had also circular: 
ized all its inspectors, urging them 
to press the work in the schools 
they visited.

Writing in the London Daily Chron- 
icle, Jo. Ashmead Bartlett pays a high 
tribute to the work of the British 
mine sweepers at the Dardaneltes, 


“What would King iorge “uve 
done without these ‘ere trawlers?” 
This was the historic remark of a 


West Country siipper as he gazed 
round the Aegean Sea from the bridge 
of his trawler when the submarine 
scare was at its height, and before 
the monitors had 
the place of the cruisers and battle- 
ships. 

The West Countryman had ample 
justification for his remark and every 
reason to be proud of his craft, and 
the hundreds of others, almost cxact- 
ly similar to her, which have played 
such a unique and invaluable role in 
the Dardanelles expedition, Probably 
for the first time in their lives the 
majority of our officers and men, both 
soldiers and sailors, out at the Dar- 
danelles, have been brought in touch 
with our great fishing fleer from the 


North Sea and from the West coast. ; 


I have never yet scen a trawler re- 
ceive an order from any admiral or 
captain which was not received witha 
volley of mild oaths from the skipper, 
followed by an cloquent Jecture on 
how much better it would be to ac- 
complish the same thing in a different 


manner. Nevertheless, I am not 
hinting that there is any real indis- 
cipline, for the ordcrs are always car- 


rjed out, but generally in a 
which was never intended. 

The skipper of a trawler never will 
admit that any officer in the navy isa 
real seaman, They will stoutly main- 
tain that seamanship is a lost art, 
which can now only be found among 
themselves, and they love to hold 
forth on the handling of great hattle- 
ships as they miako their way into 
narrow harbors or take up difficult 
anchorage, pointing out how much 
better they could have done the job 
themselves. They love to grumble at 
everything, and without a grievance 
they would be miserable. 

But few have any conception of the 
amount of work accomplished by 
these craft. In fact. it would have 
been almost impossible to have kept 
the army supplied without them. Be- 
tween the bombardment of the outer 
fort on Feb, 19 and the grand com- 
bined attack made by the whole fleet 
on March 18, many of the trawlers 
were engaged in the most difficult and 
dangerous work of endeavoring to 
sweep the straits of mines. The 
strength of the current, and the con- 
sequent sagging of the nets, made 
this an extremely difficult task, and 
the results were disappointing. On 
March 11, 12 and 13. efforts were 
made during the night to swrep the 
mino field below the Narrows, and 
many of the trawlers were hit and 
suffered casualties. 

Some kept their regular crews dur- 
ing this dangerous work, and others 
were manned by volunteer crews from 
the fleet, and were placed in charge of 
lieutenants and sub-lieutenants. Un- 
fortunately, the enemy's fire was too 
severe, and it was found impossible 
clear the minefield, and afte: the fail- 
ure of the attack of March 18 sweep- 
ing operations were abandoned. 

Since that time the work of the 
trawlers has been divided into two

classes, They go far afield, searching

been the reports and scares that have 
failed to materialize. 

The trawlers engaged in transpcrt 
duty have perhaps the harder time of

tion and a hundred and one other 
articles which an army requires for 
its daily use. Piled cn top of this mass 
of goods and livestock, officers and 
soldiers take passage to and back 
from the front. It was no uncommon

biscuit hox with a goat gnawing at 
one boot and the other boot hidden 
beneath a quarter of frozen beef. 
More often than not there is not a 
vacant square incl of space left on 
the deck. : 

It is’) a remarkable tribute to the 


skill in seamanship of the trawlers’ 
crews, that when one considers the 
thousands upon thousands of voyages 
they have made and the immense dis: 
stances they have covered, 1 think 
only one trawler has been lost during 
the whole campaign, and she was 
sunk off Anzac by shellfire in’ the 
very early days. 

Brought from their peaceful sur 
roundings into the very centre of tre 
great war game, the North Sea ard 
west coast fishing fleets have swept 
the Dardanelles for mines; they have 
been exposed to shell fire for months 
on end; they have chased submarines 
and patrolled the islands of the Asia: 
tic coast. With the destroyer flotil- 
las, the seas were left to their care 
when the battleships and cruisers 
|forced to shelter by the enemy’s sub- 
marines, they have carried thousands 
of tons of stores from ihe bases to 
the beaches, and transported thous- 
ands of sick and wounded to and from 
the islands to the hostile shores. 

Their skippers and crews belong to 
a hardy race of seainen, rendered al- 
oa extinct by modern ships and 


modern methods of travel. They 
grumble, but they carry out their or.

Dairying in Alberta 


Great lacreases Shown in Butter Pro- 
duction for Last Year 

That Alberta has never before had 
the great increases in butter produc- 
tion, improvement in quality, and the 
interest in dairying and 
work which it has had during 
last yeur, was the gist of an addrees 
by C. PL Marker, provincial dairy com- 
missioner at the first session of the 
Alberta Dairymen's Convention heid 
Calgary recently. 

Mr. Marked took the platform and 
gave a detailed review of the dairying 
and creamery conditions for the pro- 
vince for the last vear. He told how 
the production of butter had increased 
from 6,400,000 pounds during 1914 to 
Low both the win- 
ter and summer season had shown 
greater production and how cheese 
now being produced in large 
quantities during the wintur months 
in the province. 

Mr. Marker took the platform and 
rhad o§ creameries this year as against 
46 operating last year; how 10 of 
(hese creamerics were operating on 
the co-operative plan; how enxperi- 
ments carried on at the Olds Agri- 
cultural college had = shown — that 
creameries had not been in the habit 
of working their butter sufficiently, 
and how the knowledge of these ex- 
periments had improved the quality 
of the provinee’s output; and how a 
;great number of the creamcries were 
going into cheese production and with 
excellent results. 

Mr. Marker anticipated that 11,000,- 
000 pounds of butter would be produe- 
ed in this province during the eusuing 
-ear, Dividing the increase in cream- 
ery production as between Red Deer 
and North and Red Deer and South, 
the speaker said that the north had 
shown a 11 per cent. increase while 
the south district had shown a 71 per

‘Western Canada’s 
Coal Supply 


| Sufficient to Supply the World for 
Several Centuries With Soft 
Coal 


According to careful estimates pre- 
}pared by expert statisticians there is 
-enough soft coal in the four western 
provinces of Canada to supply the 
whole world for a couple of centuries. 
The mines of Saslatchewan, Alberta 
and British Columbia have scarcely 
been tapped as yet and have produced 
;a total in one year of around 6,000,000 
tons with a value of over §$25,000,- 
Ovv. 

The Alberta and Saskatchewan coa) 
fields which are having a big devel- 
opment can supply the demand ‘of the 


prairie provinces for centuries to 
come, So it ig not necessary to haul 
3ritish Columbia coal over the 


mountains or to bring coal from the 
east or south. The coal in these two 
prairie provinces is of a very good 
grade and is equally serviceable for 
steam purposes and household heet- 
ing. Steps have also been taken to 
generate cheap electrical power by 
establishing power plants at the 
mouths of good mines. Promotion 
of this kind has been more or less 
delayed on account of the 
situation caused by the Huropean 
war, but there is no doubt that in 
the future the power question of the 
prairie provinces will be largely 
settled by the inexhaustible supply 
of coal available in these provinces. 
It is estimated that there is coal 
enongh in the prairie provinces to 
supply heat for these provinces for 
ver two thousand years with a con- 
sumption of 20,000,000 tons a year, 
this nee including only the high- 
er grades. The Dominion Geological 
Survey has estimated that the coal 
beds of these thrce provinces with 
eastern British Ceclumbia contain a 
otal of 148,490,000,000 tons, coverirg 
an area of 22,506 square miles,

T IS surprising how much uw clever 
girl may accomplish with her 
clever fingers. She !s able to make 
out of pleces and scraps things 

which cost perfect dollars !n the shops. 
She seems to have a little Invisible 
wand about her somewhere, for she Is 
always able to transform quite hopeless 
propositions into interesting and accom- 
plished facts. She usually dresses on 
next to nothing a year, and 1s the best- 
dresssd girl in her community, at that 
She can transform a room without 
seemingly adding one thing to it In 
short, she is the miraculous sort of 
being who is perfectly capable of mak- 
{ng a new coat for baby out of father’s 
old high silk hat. And you may be 
eure that everybody will admire the 


‘coat! 

Now, these girls aren't so scarce as 
one might imagine from the description. 
‘Quite a number of them are reading 
about themselves thlg very minute. For 
it's my opinion that every girl who 
bothers to read an article on how to 
make things has that inborn ability of 
making them afterward, Perhaps she 
doesn’t always know it; but if she will 
take it on trust and begin, it won't be 
long before she finds it out. 

And you can make so many pretty 
things! The things I’m ospeclally tell- 
ing you about today only begin the story. 
But we must agree It's a-good begin- 
ning, for the top of the desk and tho top 
of the dresser table are quite frequently 
Neglected or uninteresting in appear 
aiice, for the fittings to be bought for 
them are either quite, homely or very, 
vory expensive. 

These dressing table and desk fittings 
can, for the most part, be made out of 
eardboard and cretonne, And every 
one knows how cheap cardboard 1s; 
and some people even know that cre- 
tonne, and good-looking cretonne, too, 
may be bought for as low as 20 centa 
a yard. So you see that cleverness and 
care form the largest part of this par- 
ticular proposition, 

A satisfactory way to make a desk 
blotting pad is to first cut a plece of 
very heavy cardboard the proper size, 
Of lighter-welght cardboard cut four 
eornera, which should form a_ perfect 
right angle. Cretonne pieces for cover- 
ing must be cut a half Inch larger all 
around. Turn in and paste on to the 
sardboard corners at the longest edge. 
Then adiust the covered corners to 
the cardboard pad back, turning the 
eretonne edges on It and gluing. Blip 
two or three blotters, cut the correct 
‘ize and of a harmonizing color, under 
the corners. Line the pad back with 
paper or poplin in cotton or silk. 

An Individual blotter, one of the 
‘usual convenient oblong shape, may be 
supplied with a cretonne top cover. Cut 
a plece of cardboard a fraction of an 
inch larger all around. Punch at each 
end two Neat eyelets, a half inch apart. 
Cut a plece of cretonne with a half-inch 
margin all around. Work four button- 
hales in it to correspond with the eye- 
lets In the cardboard, Paste it on the 
cardboard with the buttonholes in the 
correct position, turn the margins under 
and glue them, Line with paper 
Punen eyelets In the blotter or blotters 
and run’a harmonizing ribbon through, 
bringing the ends on to the cretonne 
cover, and tle In a bow. 

The inkwell looks quite complicated. 
‘And the simplest way, really, 1s to buy 
®@ glass Inkwell of the shape you want, 
‘covering the sldes and bottom with a 
‘sewed cover of cretonne, drawing the 
upper edges of the sidas under a pleco 
‘of antique gilt brald, But this inkwell 
4s a small glass one fitted Into a card- 
Moarg shape covered with cretonne. 
'The size of the base {s first decided on 

nd drawn out on @ plece of the card- 
Xoard. Extensions for the four sides 
lara then drawn on, with a square plece 
he size of the width of the extension 

‘drawn out of each corner. This pattern, 
which resembles a very “fat'’ cross, ig 
lthen cut out und the extensions are 
creased inward on the body. Bring 
them up to a pleasing slant and cover 
with cretonne, turning the edges in top 
end bottom. Fit a square box insida 
to fit the opening and the Inkwell. 
Cover the inkwell lid with cretonne, It 
4s sometimes pozsible to find an ink- 
well in glass shaped something like 
‘this picture. In which case its cover- 
‘Ing with eretonne would be quite sim- 
'pla. 
The paper-and-envelope pack fs made 
‘in ten pieces. The cardboard fg cut 
first, and the ten pieces are as fol- 
Jows: The bottom. the back, the front, 
‘the two ends, the dividing partition and 
four inner end pieces, two for each end, 
which’ are fitted In so as to_hoid the 
partition firmly in position. The front, 
the two outside ends and the bottom 
Imay be cutvall in one plece of the cre- 
‘tonne, /whieh should be doubled, so that 
‘two are cut at oncs.- Place the right 
aides together and stitch the right pr 
eo that when turned the four pieces o 
cardboard may be allpped into position 
and the open edges overseamed. Cover 
the back as a separate pices: and over- 
Beam on to the part of the box which fs 
finished, and overaexm the lower edgos 
Cover the 
partition pleco and the four inner end 
pleces. Slip the latter in and fasten 
With glue. Between each pair there 
should be a sufficient space to slip in 
the partition, which should be, by thls 
means, held firmly In position. 

As a help toward the making of tho 
@quare boxes shown in another cut, I 
will give a rule for the cutting. Draw 
the desired shape of one end on the 
_Cardboard; extend from this the sha 
@f the front side; extend from that the 


dimension of the other end, and Text” 
the dimension of the back side. These 
should not be separated from each oth- 
er, they should be on a stralght line, 
and should be the same width. From 


one long edge of the front side draw the © 


shape of the box bottom. Its length 
will be the length of the side; its width 
the length of the end. Before cut- 
ting these five pleces apart lay the

whole pattern on the doubled cretonne 
and cut the double cover, allowing a 
half-inch margin. With the right sides 
facing, stitch this around, leaving the 
outer edges of the long side of the 
box bottom open, and turn. Then cut 
a peg the five pieces of cardboard. Slip 
the separate pleces in one at a time in 
the order drawn, and stitch in securely. 
The box bottom is the last one to go In. 
The open edges are overseamed, and 
the box is overseamed together. The 
Nd 1s covered separately and attached 
to the box by an inner hinge of the 
material, 


OR years we had used a card table 
with a green felt top. It was not 
* particularly beautiful, In fact, 


every time we opened it for use its 
strident color and its utilitarian aspect 
grated on my nerves. And then the 
felt wore out. Needless to say, I was 
glad. And the rest of the family was 
glad to let me have my way and sup- 
ply the top with a covering or cretonne 
when I proved that the new felt cover-

And so I bought the needed small 
quantity of cretonne for the cover. The

| Crops on Alkali Land 


Farmers in Idaho and other west- 
ern states have a common problem in 
alkali soilss.e Water, rising through 
the soil by capillarity, brings with it 
salts. These are washed down without 
harm in regions of rainfalls, but in 
the west, where rainfall is light and 
evaporation is exeessive, the alkali 
remaing on the surface, retarding the 
‘erowth of the crops, 

White alkali may readily be washed 
out of the soil by irrigation, but black 
alkali, which corrodes plant tissues, 
is handled with more difficulty. If; 
tile expense is not too great, black al-; 
kali may be treated with gpmsum,, 
wiiech changes it to the white form. ! 

George W. Graves, of the Idaho Iix- 
periment station, advises the growing 
of a crop to shade the surface of the 
eround, in some cases, thereby pre- 
venting evaporation, Cultivation will 
also help. In some cases where 
alkali is so strong as to prevent seed- 
ing plants from getting a start, it may!

total of 433 head were supplied, and 
this year, the number is 456. While 
the number of milk cows distributed 
is not as great as last year, it is very 
gratifying to find that the largest in- 
crease has been in the number of 
western grade females and pure-bred 
bulls supplied. In 14 about 75 head 
of western-bred grade heifers were 
distributed, while-ihis year over 180 
were sold. The number of bulls has 
risen from 24 in 1914 to 80 this year. 
The reason for this splendid increase 
Was due, no doubr, to the fact that an 
option calling for only a quarter cash 
deposit, instead of the fifty per cent. 
in force before, was authorized carly 
.in the spring and added to the sale re- 
gulations. Jn no way can the quality 
and standard of the Saskatchewan 
‘attle breeding industry be raised 
more quickly ahd more cheaply than 
‘by the introduction of high class, 
pure-bred sires, and it fs believed that 
and stock breed- 
ers in even greater numbers will avail 
themselves of this opportunity, Only 
about thirty of the bulls were bought 
in the east, the rest being purchased 
from local breeders in the west, Thus 
the department is helping, not only 
the individual in search of a pure- 
bred sire, but ir is also finding a mar- 
ket for the western breeders of pure- 
bred stock at retmunerative prices. 
Amongst other 


places, the districts 
around Rush Lake, Debden, Margo, 
Kerrobert and  Windersley received 
carload shipments of cattle. In Ker- 
robert, where a new creamery was es- 
tablished this year, approximately 
sixty head of milk cows were — sold, 
while Kindersley received about five 
carloads of western-bred grade heif- 
ers. 

That the action of the department 
in distributing live stock is appre- 
ciated and thought well of by the 
Saskatchewan farmer is shown by the 
numerous enquiries received now by 
the live stock braneh. which, unfor-

Regarding the work with sheep, the 
increase has been more than fourfold. 
Last year about 480 grade range ewes 
and 12 pure-bred) rams were distri- 
buted under the live stock sale regu- 
This year about 2.200 head of 
ewes and about.45 rams were sup- 
plied. No doubt this phenomenal in- 
crease was due to the fact thac there 
is an excellent market for both wool 
and mutton at the present time which

farmers from all parts of Saskatche- 
wan to start with a small flock. The 
2,200 sheep were supplied mostly in 
lots from 20 to 100, and were seat- 
tered over the whole provinee, quite 
a few being shipped into the north-

Canada’s Timber Supply 

According to R. 1. Campbell, direc- 
tor of the Dominion forestry branch, 
Canada’s present supply of cominer: 
cial timber has been variously est! 
mated to be between five hundred and 
seven hundred billicn feet, board mea- 
sure, and to cover an area of ap- 
proximarely 170,000,000 acres. This 
estimate of quantity and area refers 
only to timber of commercial value 
as saw timber, It does not include 
pulpwood, firewood, tie and pole mat- 
erial nor small timber of any de- 
scription, although this has undouht- 
edly a very large commercial value.

President Wilson has expressed the 
opinion that there will be no “patched 
up peace” following the Muropean 
war. In a comprehensive and force- 
ful address betoreé the Columbus 
chamber of commerce he urged Amer- 
ican business men to mobilize their 
resources inorder that the United 
States might be prepared to play a 
more important part in the world's 
affairs, and bring about justice after 
the present war,

“When the present great conflict in 
Europe is over the world is going to 
wear a different aspect,” Mr. Wilson 
declared.
